Great System Now Headed 


Toward Chicago to Rival 
Large Railroads of 
Country.

By the end of the next year if financial 
ponditions remain favorable it will be pos- 
sible for the tourist to go to bed in his sleep- 
ing car in Chicago and be waked up in time 
for breakfast in St. Louis, traveling the 
entire distance by a single trolley line. 

For some reason which ts not clearly un- 
derstood Illinois has been far behind some 
ot its sister states in the development of a 
really comprehensive interurban trolley 
gystem. As will be shown later on in this 
\peries, Ohio and Indiana bave progressed 
this means of domestic communication 
ien such a way as to leave Illinois far in 
‘the rear. In this gtate, except for the de- 
welopment of one particular system, the 
‘gustom has been to organize an interurban 
une connecting two points from 50 to 100 
‘miles apart, leaving the traveler to transfer 
at the connecting towns without much re- 

‘gard for his convenience or the necessity 
for through connection. ; 

Within the last few years, however,, the 

‘interurban business in central and southern 
Alinois has been consolidated. to such an 
extent that there is now in the state one 
large system which is headed toward Chi- 
‘eago, and which, as regards mileage at least, 
may claim to be classed with the large rail- 
— systems of the country. 


| 475 Miles of Track in Use. 
The “ Illinois Traction system,“ as the line 
* called, the name rallroad having been 
\Getinitely abandoned, now covers the state 
‘from Peoria eagtward to Danville and south 
‘to East St. Louis. Trackage already in oper- 
&tion amounts approximately to 475 miles. 
‘There is now under construction 105 miles 
ot road, and the general scheme provides for 
about 100 miles more. This will give a com- 
pleted system with a trackage in the neigh- 
borhood of 700 miles. 
Considerably more than half of the whole 
‘work has been completed, the building of a 
‘great bridge across the Mississippi at Bast 
St. Louis is actually under contract, and the 
‘plans of the promoters involve a contin- 
mous line between Chicago and St. Louis. 
To understand what it means to create such 

@ system by the purchase of one link after an- 
@ther and the construction of new roads to 
‘harmonize with existing lines it may be 
Worth while to call attention to the fact 
that the Illinois traction system is really a 
holding concern for something like sixty sub- 
Sidiary companies. It represents a capital 
of about 511.000, 000, with a bond issue of 
twice that amount. 


Great Network of Enterprises. 


The system is engaged not only in the 
eonduct of an interurban business but, like 
all other trolley lines, has found it not only 
profitable but practically indispensable to 
operate local street car railways and, in ad- 
dition to that, electric light, power, gas, and 
heating corporations in the different towns 
along the line. One finds, therefore, that 
not only is the Illinois Traction system run- 
ning an interurban line on nearly 500 miles 
of track, with 200 more in contemplation, 
but also is operating the street railroads of 
Venice, Madison, Granite City, Jacksonville, 
Quincy, Galesburg, Peru, La Salle, Peoria, 
Bloomington, Decatur, Chasnpaign, Urbana, 
and Danville. 

In many of these towns the Mghting and 
heating plants are under the same control, 
so that one gains an idea of what a great net- 
work of electrical enterprises must necessa- 
rily be built up to maintaln an extensive 
interurban system. 

At the present time the Illinois Traction 
stem is running regular cars from Peoria 
to Bloomington and from there through 
Clinton and Decatur to Springfield. From 
the capital a through line is maintained to 
East St. Louis, a distance of about 110 miles. 
Thus the system is not only the largest in

Half uncon- 
scious he once more threw himself against 
the wall but his strength was gone and he 
fell to the floor. 

Martini, with a companion, is said to have 
killed James F. Mudra, a saloonkeeper at 
Blue Island. a year ago. His companion was 
arrested and acquitted on a plea of self-de- 
fense. Martini, however, escaped and suc- 
ceeded in evading arrest until some weeks

Cincinnati Detectfves Seeking 
Murderers of R. F. Singleton. 


SUSPICIOUS OF SATCHELS. 


Baggage Awaits Claimant at the Amer- 

ican Express Office.

Three dadger game workere—two men 
and a woman—charged with robbing and 
murdering R. F. Singleton, a venerable 
justice of the peace, in Cincinnati, after at- 
tempting to fleece him by the old time in- 
jured husband dodge. were sought in this 
city yesterday by Chicago and Cincinnati 
detectives. 
The criminals are known to be in hiding 
in Chicago, though it is @ wonder they 
came this way after notice of it had been 
printed in the Cincinnati papers last 
Friday. Three satchels addressed to one 
of them are waiting to be claimed at the office 
of the American Express company, 76 Mon- 
roe street. All day yesterday detectives 
haunted the office, but no one appeared to 
claim the baggage. All day, too, detectives 
watched the genéral delivery windows at 
the postoffice. The leader of the trio, who 
is believed to have assumed the name of 
“Castro,” narrowly escaped arrest. He 
called for a letter three minutes before the 
officers began their vigil. 


Known as Mr. ahd Mrs. West. 

„Castro and his woman confederate lived 
in Cincinnati as Mr. and Mra. Walter L. 
West.“ The woman is variously known to 
the police as Grace Billingsby, Jessie West, 
and Lucille Elliott. The name of the third 
member of the murderous triumvirate is not 
known to the authorities. He is described 
as tall and swarthy with long, straight, 
black hair. He is thought to be an Indian 
or a Syrian. 
The satchela, which have been at the Amer- 
ican Express company’s office since Satur- 
day, were broken open. Besides clothing 
they contained a number of letters written 
by the woman, who signed her name as Jes- 
sie West, to the man who it is thought may 
be her husband. One of the letters was ad- 
dressed tg him as Castro. Several photo- 
graphs of the woman gave the police a good 
likeness to assist them in their hunt. 


Hurry to the Postoffice.

SHOCKS EXCLUSIVE CHURCH. 


Meeting to Score Rich Worshipers. 


New York, Sept. 4-—[Specia].]—Clarems 
A. Byrne, just released from Blackwell’s 
island after having served a thirty days’ 
sentence of the Court of Special Sessions for 
having allowed his 6 year old daughter to dle 
without medical attention, arose at a testi- 
monſal meeting in the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, tonight and repudiated the faith 
of Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy. 

Byrne said that while he was suffering pun- 
ishment for the faith that he had held the 
members of the First church had disowned 
him and denied that he was a member of their 
creed. The followers of Mrs. Eddy’s faith 
had strayed too far from the path of the true 
faith to have his further loyalty, said the man 
from prison. 


Denunciation Startles Worshipers. 
The denunciation of the Blackwell's island 
prisoner came without warning. When a 
reporter asked an usher if a Mr. Byrne was 
to speak the usher had said that nobody in 
the congregation knew him. The church 
was crowded almost to its full capacity with 
a congregation from the Fifth avenue and 
Central park district. The man in the shod- 
dy clothes who slipped into a seat in the 
middle of the church attracted the notice 
only of the nearby worshipers. 

Byrne was the first to rise. 

This is the last time that I will ever speak 
in eae Christian Science church,“ he began in 
a voice that didn't carry across the church, 
I have just come from serving thirty days’ 
sentence on Blackwell's island for violation 
of the penal code. My daughter died under 
the treatment of Healer John Roberts of the 
Fifth church, and I was arrested because I 
had no death certificate. 


Says He Was Repudiated. 
I bear malice against none. I obey the 
Lord’s injunction to love one’s neighbor as 
one’s self. The reason why I cannot longer 
worship in this church is that while I was 
bearing my cross on Blackwell's island this 
congregation, through one of its representa- 
tives, publicly repudiated me as one not of 
the faith and cast me out. 
I have been a Christian Scientist for twelve 
years. My wife and three children of ten 
that I had born to me died under Chr’stian 
Science administretions, and still I remained 
true to the faith. Yet at the hour of my 
great need there was no one to aid me. 
„ have heard many people ask why Chris- 
tian Scientists do not support hospitals and 
asylums of their oon, continued Byrne. 
„My answer now Is: Look in the faces of 
the Christian Scientists and you will see that 
they do not need them.. 
There wae a restiess stir among those who 
heard Byrne, but others got up to speak as if 
nothing had happened. 
Says Mrs. Eddy Borrowed Ideas. 
Byrne did not wait to hear what they had 
to say. He left the church, and at the door 
said to reporters: 
“tT have broken with the tenets of the 
Christian Science church because the people 
have so far departed from the spifit of the 
faith ak to be mere lip worshipers. 
It is the method of their worship that is at 
fault. The underlying truths of the faith 
I believe to be correct, although Mrs. Eddy 
dad nothing more than borrow from the 
thought of the German transcendentalists 
ané incorporate their philosophy ae her own 
in her own words.”

However much the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany may exclaim against the iniquity of 
amendments which have been made to the 
measure or amendments which have been 
proposed and not made, the one sacred pro- 
vision in the measure is the 10 per cent divi- 
dend allowance. The company has been 
earning 10 per cent dividends on its $14,000,000 
of capital stock, and a surplus of nearly a 
quarter million dollars has been left each 
year.

Im possession of over half of this stock, 
the American Bell company secures annual 
enjoyment of 10 per cent dividends on an in- 
vestment which ft never made.

MAYOR DEMANDS. 
TRACTION HASTE. 


Urges Council Transportation 
Committee to Get After 
Companies. 


PARTY PROMISE AT STAKE 


Chairman Foreman Says Action 
Will Be Taken at Once 
as Requested. 


Mayor Busse wrote a letter yesterday 
which he hopes will help improve the street 
car situation in Chicago: It was addressed 
to Chairman Foreman of the council com- 
mittee on local transportation and suggested 
that body get busy at once and see to 
it that the work of rehabilitating the trac- 
tion lines be pressed with all diligence. 

The mayor tak the ground that his cam- 
paign for electfoa was in part based on the 
promise that if the traction ordinances were 
ratified and he was elected the citizens of 
Chicago should have better street ear serv- 
ice. Now he wants to make his promise good 
The letter reads: 

Milton J. Foreman, Chairman Committee 
on Local Transportation—Dear Sir: In view 
of the large public interest involved in the 
reconstruction and rehabilitation of all sur- 
face street railway lines, to theend that good 
street car service may be provided for all 
parts of the city, I am moved to ask the co- 
operation of your committee in keeping the 
public informed of the character and prog- 
reas of this work as well as in doing all we 
can to push it forward. 

“It is highly important to the people of 
Chicago that their city administation should 
follow up the traction settlement victory of, 
April last. It is my ambition as well as my 
duty to lay before the people the substantial 
fruits of that victory. 


Companies Must Keep Contract. 


** Millions of dollars are to be spent on this 
work. In following it up it Is of paramount 
importance that the city should protect its 
interests under the partnership agreement 
and see that the companies observe the spirit 
as well as the letter of their contract. Not 
only is it imperative that Chicago's street 
car service shall be raised to the require- 
ments of the settlement ordinances but it is 
equally important that improved service shall 
be afforded the public at the earliest date 
possible and with the minimum of discomfort 
during the reconstruction period. 

“It is due to the people that they be kept 
fully informed at all times as to how their in- 
interest in these respects are being looked 
after and intelligent care for their interests 
will also be promoted by keeping them thus 
fully informed Ratiflcation by the people 
of the traction ordinances last April deter- 
mined such a policy. It devolves upon this 
administration and every agency and influ- 
ence it can enlist to direct and facilitate re- 
habilitation under that policy. 

“In pursuing this line of action I am rely- 
ing largely upon the local transportation 
committee and upon you as chairman of that 
body for information and assistance. 


Considerable Work Being Done. 

“Considerable work, I understand, is al- 
ready being done under the traction settle- 
ment ordinances, as passed Feb. 11, 1907, and 
approved by vote of the people April 2, 1907. 
While the ordinance running to the Chicago 
Railways company (covering lines operated 
by the Chicago Union Traction receixyerehip) 
has not been accepted, the work of rehabili- 
tation on those lines is going forward in an- 
ticipation. The ordinance running to the 
Chicago City railway.company has been ac- 
cepted and is, of course, in full force’ and 
effect, and rehabiiitation work under it is 
under way. But there is, I think, no definite 
information available anywhere, as yet, as 
to exactly what is demg done and as to 
whether all the° work is being done that 
should be done at this time. 

especially desire your codperation and 
assistance, therefore, in securing as soon as 
possible full information as to the extent, 
progress, and character of the work of street 
railway rehabilitation now being done. ‘This 
information should cover not only the work 
now in hand, but also should include what 
we may reasonably expect to see accom- 
plished in the way of new tracks and new 
equipment before winter weather interferes 
with reconstruction.

ARCHBISHOP JOHN WILLIAMS, who 
died in Boston last Friday, was buried in 
the crypt of the Cathedral of the Holy Cross 
in that city yesterday.

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"WHAT CHICAGO’S PROPOSED CHAR 
3 Substantial and Permanent Gains for Good Government. 
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[The following is the tenth of a series of articles covering the most important

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N VIEW of the fact that it has been 
contended that the charter does not 
make sufficient provision for popular 
control over the government, attention 

should be directed to those features of the 
charter’ which secure greater democratic 
control than we now have. In the first 
place, the present provisions of the state 
law regarding the advisory initiative and 
referendum are retained. However, the 
charter requires a popular vote on ail 
bond issues, and in this way gives the peo- 
ple an opportunity to veto or approve im- 
portant measures of public finance. At 
present there is no check upon the power 
of the city council over bond issues, pro- 
viding they remain within the constitu- 
tional debt limit. Furthermore, the char 
ter provides for an optional referendum 
on all franchise grants. If within sixty 
days after the passage 6f any such ordi- 
nance a petition is presented, signed by 10 
per cent of the voters, a referendum must 
then be had upon the proposed measure. 
At present the city council is under no ob- 
ligation of a legal character to Submit any 
franchise question to a popular vote. 


> > 

Finally, in consolidating and simplifying 
the structure of city government the char- 
ter greatly facilitates popular control. It 
is practically impossible for public opinion 
to follow intelligently the action of a 
series of overlapping local governments, 
but when the control of local policy is cen- 
tered in one authority it becomes far eas- 
ier to hold this body responsible for its

actions. Under the proposed charter the 
city of Chicago will have a system of local 
government which will be vested with 
ample power, and it can be held directly 
responsible to the electorate. A mayor, a 
treasurer, and the city council will be the 
only elective officers, and these authorities 
will be vested with full power to legislate 
and to administer the affairs of the mu- 
nicipality. No other city in the United 
States possesses a form of municipal gov- 
ernment equaling this system in its sim- 
plicity and its possibilities of popular con- 
trol. New York has a simple form of gov- 
ernment, but the real authority is found 
at the state capital. Boston is in a like 
situation. St. Louis has large powers of 
local legislation, but an unfortunately 
complicated system of electing numerous 
officers, so that responsibility is difficult to 
locate, and the same thing may be said of 
San Francisco. It is true that the county 
and the sanitary district are not included 
in this arrangement, as they should prop- 
erly be, but this is not the fault of the 
charter makers, but of the constitution.

It ig not contended by even the most 
enthusiastic advocate of the charter that 
it is perfect. It is not all that it should 
be. If every one who finds something to 
oppose in it votes against it the result will 
be unanimous. Yet it must be borne in 
mind that many of the chief’ objections to 
the charter may be remedied under the 
charter itself without recourse to the leg- 
islature.

Those who oppose the consolidation of 
the parks may, under the charter itself, go 
back to the old system of independent 
park authorities if the majority of the 
electorate concurs.

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CHARTER 10 SAVE STRERTS 


Authority for Vehicle Tax Point- 
ed Out by Mayor Busse. 


HALF MILLION FOR REPAIRS. 


If New Regime Should Be Adopted 
Team Owners Could Be Assessed. 


Mayor Busse stepped into the charter dis- 
cussion long enough yesterday to call atten- 
tion to one substantial benefit to be derived 
from the new act which is escaping notice in 
the furore about red, white, and blue laws, 
„ puritanical Sabbaths,"’ and impossible tax 
levies. 

It is one of the minor benefits that the 
adoption of the charter would give to the 
city, but it is big enough to solve one of the 
most vexing problems with which the city 
is confronted. 0 

Under the charter, as the mayor pointed 
out, it would be possible to give Chicago 
streets worthy of a big city and to place the 
cost where it belongs—on the citizens who 
wear them out. There will bea direct return 
to the citizens who pay the cost in the in- 
creased efficiency of their teams and de- 
creased wear and tear. 

The charter gives the city council the au- 
thority to levy A vehicle tax for the mainte- 
nance of streets, making it possible thus to 
raise sufficient money to keep the pavements 
in repair. 


Half a Million Annually. 


Without knowing just what tax the council 
would see fit to place on vehicles, the mayor 
and his officials interested in the subject have 
estimated that a fair and just tax would be 
about $8 on a one horse vehicle, or $3 a horse. 
This, it is estimated, would yield an annual 

venue of 000. 
me With Rone the city would be able to 
keep its streets in repair,’’ said the mayor, 
„without cost to the property owners who 
paid for the original impro ement, and in the 
end without cost to the men who paid the 

ax. 

g Erne teaming interests of the city are not 
opposed to this feature of the charter, be- 
cause they appreciate that the benefits to 
them would be much in excess of the cost, and 
that the return in the increased efficiency of 
their teams would more than make up the 
amount they paid in taxes. 


Must Use Fund for Streets. 

“The charter safeguards this fund abso- 
lutely. The city cannot spend the money in 
any other way than in street repairs. There 
are ordinances which epecify that certain 
funds shall be reserved for specific purposes, 
and it is possible tha% the city council could 
override these provisions if it cared to, but in 
the case of this stpeet repair fund it would be 
protected from all attempts to use it for 

urposes. 
oo Teas — th can rest assured that ifthe 
city gets authority to levy the vehicle tax 
the revenue secured from it will be used in 
street repair. The charter makes it impos- 
sible to use it in any other way, and, even it it 
were not thus safeguarded, it would be the 
policy of the present administration to do so. 

“If such use is made of the money the 
owners of teams and horses will be more than 
repaid for their expenditures and the prop- 
erty owners will be relieved of @ great bur- 
den. One of the hardships of property own- 
ers in Chicago has been street improvements, 
In many cases the property owner has spent 
more for street pavements than he has spent 
for taxes. 

“ Streets are worn out by the he team- 
ing and the city, with no money, hes been 
unable to stop the wear in its inexpensive 
stages. The first thing the property owner 
knows his street has gone. a 

“Tf the city had a fund with which to work 
the repairing of streets, would be a con- 
stant labor and the pavements would be 
kept in good condition without expense.to 


the property owner. .® 


Would Tax Heavy Teams More. 

John J. Hanherg, commissioner of pub- 
lic works, said the city had estimated that 
$3 a horse would be a fair tax. 

“Tt ig my opinion that the tax for double 
teams and for three horse teams should be 
placed at a higher ratio,“ he sad. One 
three horse team with a heavy load does more 
damage to a street pavement in going over 
it once than fifty one horse teams do. 

I have talked with men who own horses, 
but who are not engaged in the teaming busi- 
ness. At first they have been inclined to 
regard the vehicle tax as a form of double 
taxation, but they soon see the reasonable- 
ness of it and are convinced that it would 
be economy in the end. 

„One man told me that he paid personal 
taxes on his horse and did not believe he 
should be taxed twice. I told him that I paid 

re_personal tax on a piano than he paid 
42 horse, and that the plano cost the city 
nothing. His horse is an expensive article 
to the city, and if he paid the $3 a year tax 
he would be paying less than 1 cent a day 
and be getting more than that back in dtrect 
benefits from better streets.”

FREE WATER FOR 15 YBARS 


Theft Charged at Historic Build- 
ing, Old House of Lords.“ 


UNRECORDED PIPE IS FOUND. 


Now Charge and Fine of 100 Per Cent 
Will Amount Almost to $11,000. ° 


An historic building on the north side 
stands accused of stealing water from the 
city for fifteen years. The water depart- 
ment has a bill of $10,950 against it, and this 
outside of one not yet computed for water 
used but not paid for by a garage in the rear. 

The building is at the southeast corner of 
Cass and Erie streets and is now known as 
„The Casserie,“ a large boarding house. 
It was built just after the big fire by W. F. 
Johnson, a pioneer and wealthy resident of 
Chicago, as a private residence, and in those 
days was one of the most pretentious of the 
residences in that neighborhood. It still 
belongs to his estate. 

After Mr. Johnson left it it was leased by 
two sisters named Lord and was turned into 
a fashionable boarding house, known— 
whether on account of the name of the mis- 
tresses or the character of the boarders is 
not stated-as The House of Lords.“ When 
the Misses Lord quit, M. F. Wright conduct- 
ed the house for ten years, then L. L. Landin 
had it for four years, and last May James 
Meehan, the present tenant, took charge. 


Dollar’s Worth a Day. 

But a week ago, in uncovering a main in 
Cass street, the water department discovered 
a four inch pipe leading to the house of 
which there was no record. Investigation 


showed it fed the hydraulic elevator which! 


ls used to carry guests to any one of the 
six stories of the hotel and has been so used 
for fifteen years. Supt. Harper put a gauge 
on the pipe and the figures showed the pipe 
carried just $1 worth of water a day. 

The city’ ordinances provide a penalty of 
100 per cent for thus taking water without 
paying for it, so the bill comes not only to 
$6,475 for that number of days since the 
pipe has been used, but as much more asa 
penalty.

PASSENGERS IN A PANIC.

at Mr. Morrison's action appears to have

It has great confidence in his sound 
judgment and devotion to duty and it awaits 
his report before taking further action in 
the premises, Inasmuch, however, as the 
circumstances of the case may be liable to 
misconstruction, it ls deemed proper to sub- 
mit now the present statementto the public.“ 


Judge Holding a Large Club. 
Perhaps less light on the matter was had in 
Washington than is furnished by Mr. Bona- 
rte’s statement, but the impression there 
interesting. It is that Judge Landis is 
doing more in the Alton case to save the in- 
terests of the government than Attorney 
General Bonaparte. It ig pointed out there 
that by refusing to reveive official notice 
that Mr. Bonaparte has decided that the 
government promised immunity to the Alton, 
the judge is holding @ club over the corpora- 
tion sufficiently large to make its officials 
perform all their agreements to the last step 
in the case against the Standard.“ 

In other words, it is thought that Judge 
Landis looked into future and considered 
the effect oa decision of the Circuit court 
reversing his action and remanding the case 
for another trial. In such an event, it might 
be necessary to recall the Alton officials and 
employés and again go all over the ground. 

The reception of the Bonaparte letter by 
Judge Landis while sitting on the bench 
would be to make the communication a part 
of the record in the case. With the letter a 
part of the record, a new trial would proceed 
under difficulties. It is thought that fear on 
the part of the officials of the Alton for the 
corporation would not be then present. 

In Washington ſt is said that Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte was angry because his letter 
Was not read in court, and it is said there 
that he sent a peremptory message to Dis- 
trict Attorney Sime asking why he had not 
followed instructions. It is believed here 
that Mr. Sims can furnish an adequate rea- 
son for his action. 

The attorney general sent word to Wash- 
ington that he would not change his instruc- 
tions with regard to the publication of his 
letter, because one of the conditions to be 
fulfilled before it was made public was that it 
should be réad in court before it should be re- 
leased for publication. 

In other words, he is said to want it to be- 
come a part of the record in the case before 
the public is allowed to know his reasons for 
confirming the bargain made by his prede- 
cessor in office. 

Did Bonaparte Arraign Landis? 

In Chicago amidst the speculation over the 
matter this question was heard:

SHAMES WOMAN AT PIER. 


Mother and Son Humiliated by Man 
They Leave to His Affinity. 


New York, Sept. 4—[s 
. . 4.—[Special. ]—Hooted and 
Jeered at from the time he left home this 


morning to send his young wife away to 
France in order that he might wed his soul's 
affinity,” Ferdinand Pinney Earle, the eccen- 


tric artist and spaghetti socialist, was 
mobbed tonight when he returned to his home 
at Monroe, Orange county, N. Y. 

Five hundred villagers in the midst of a 
pouring rain turned over his buggy and one 
man hit him with a horsewhip. If his affin- 
ity”’ had not left town earlier in the day 
the villagers say something might also have 
happened to her. 

When the train bringing the wife changer 
back to Monroe rolled in about 7:80 o’clock 
the rain was falling in sheets. Earle jumped 
out in the rain and walked into a drug store 
opposite the station. As much of the crowd 
as could be jammed into the little store fol- 
lowed him. Earle was nervous and got 
worse when the crowd began to murmur 
sullenly. The muttering grew louder and 
more distinct. 


“Get a Rope!” Crowd Yells. 

Get a rope,“ some one cried, and others 
joined in. “ Give him the hook.” “ Talking 
about decent people, eh? A rope.“ O, that 
the tar was hot. 

The artistic apostie’s desire to be talked to 
began to flag, and his nervousness increased. 

How do you feel now that your wife is 
gone!“ he was asked. 

A rope,“ shouted the crowd. “‘ Where is 
your affinity gone? She left here this morn- 
ing. Get a rope.“ 

Darle worked his way through the crowd 
out toward his buggy in front, using his 
long arms sallor fashion. 

“Tar and feather him,“ howled the mob, 
crowding closer around him and the report- 
ers. 


One Man Uses Whip on Him. 

Earle moved to the opposite side of his 
buggy from the crowd. He caught sight of 
the expression on some of the men’s faces and 
then leaped wildly into the buggy, grabbed 
hold of the whip, and lashed his horse. The 
crowd raced after the buggy, and somebody 
swerved the horse to the left. One united 
swing and the buggy was over on its side. 

The artist crawled out of the buggy and 
his hat fell to the ground. He still carried 
the whip and moved out in front of the horse. 

Five men ran out of the circle at the tall, 
bareheaded man. They began to strike at 
him. One man grabbed the buggy whip and 
slashed him across the face. A scuffle fol- 
lowed and the man lost the whip. Then the 
crowd let the artist go with the warning: 

Better not bring that woman from Penn- 
Sylvania back here. We've still got tar and 
feathers.” 


Shames His Wife at Pier. 

Mre. Earle, the ousted wife, sailed for 
France on the steamer Rhyndam this after- 
noon-to get her divorce. 

It had been announced by Mr. and Mrs. 

Marie that so perfectly were they in accord 
on the matter of a separation that the fare- 
well would be in the shape of a happy little 
pier party.” Instead of this idealistic dé- 
| nouement of the artist's stage play there 
was a gaping crowd of the curious and a 
clamoring squad of photographers at the 
pier to make the departure of the lonely 
woman a thing of sordidness and mortifica- 
tion.

Makes Wife Pose for Cameras. 

Earle and his wife, a maid, and the baby 
arrived at the Jersey City station of the Erie 
railroad at 10:40 o’clock. As soon as they 
reached the pier they hurried up the gang 
plank to the stateroom engaged for the wife. 
There the artist excused himself, saying that 
he was going to see friends for an hour. 

Mrs. Earle was besieged in her cabin by an 
army of camera men and had to pull down 
the shades to prevent flashlight powder from 
being thrust through the cracks of the shut- 
ter. She sat alone, holding her baby on her 
lap, until Victor HDarle, a brother of Ferdi- 
nand Earle, and his wife came down to the 
pier in a carriage. They pushed their way 
into the cabin and locked the door behing 
them. 

After an hour Barle reappeared and asked 
his wife to step out on deck and pose for 
the camerasquad. He was determined to get 
all the advertising he could. The shrinking 
little woman in the gray suit, whose face ap- 
peared beneath a heavy veil all blue eyes and 
tumbled hair, shrank behind him on the deck. 
When the photographers got through the 
man gave out this statement without a smile: 
„My wife is bearing the strain of the ordeal 


nobly.“ 


Wife Explains Her Position. 
Mrs. Earle gave out the following state- 
ment just before she sailed: 

I accept the sacrificial role in which my 
husband has placed me, and I shall leave 
him his freedom and the woman he has 
chosen in my place. My little boy and I will 
make our home in Paris, and I shall try to 
have the boy never learn of this tragedy. 
For Mr. Earle I have no censure, but only 
a feeling of sorrow. For my successor, the 
Mrs. Earle of the future, I suppose, I have 
only the most charitable feelings. My hus- 
band I give to her because it was his desire 
and I wish to help him to a full realization 
of his ideals. I shall not be affected by what 
thé public may think. I have done every- 
thing, in my opinion, for the best.“

Graham Explosion Spurs Au- 
thorities On to Plan Exile 
of Alleged Inner Circle. 


OUTRAGES MUST CEASE ! 


Or Gang Will Be Run from City, 
Say Police, Who Mean to 
End Reign of Terror.

The names of the men suspected of the 
bomb throwing exploits which have startled 
the police and the boss " gamblers of Chi- 
cago during the last few weeks were sub- 
mitted to State’s_ Attorney John J. Healy 
yesterday by stant Chief of Police 
Sohuettler and action is promised by thé 
September grand jury, which meets in two 
weeks. 

Detectives working on the case reported 
that they had traced the crimes to a certain 
“inner circle’’ of former constables, ex- 
safeb®owers, and strong arm men in the 
employ of the gamblers. These men are 
“being traced day and night. They are known 
to have split with the regular coterie of 
gamblers’ aids and to have determined upon 
strenuous methods to recoup their lost for- 
tunes, Either these men will be driven from 
town or the dynamite outrages will, stop, 
according to the confident prediction be the 
eg attorney and the assistant chief of 
police. 


Latest Outrage Work of Crank. 

The police worked all day trying to con- 
nect the explosion at 2:40 o'clock in the 
morning at the shop of Stanley R. Graham, 
149 North State street, with the series of 
attempts against the gamblers, but no rea- 
soh could be found to account for this latest 
explosion, 

It was decided finally by the police that 
the work was that of a crank and a maniac 
or that of a man who had a personal grudge 
against Graham, who is the head of a paint- 
ing and decorating firm. The criminal! in 
this case might have followed the .sug- 
gestion given in the gamblers’ cases, accord- 
ing to the theory of the police. No con- 
nection with the gamblers’ war could be 
found anywhere in the neighborhood of the 
Graham premises. The damage 4id not 
amount to more than $150 and no one was 
injured, though many persons sleeping in 
the flat above the store were stunned for 
a moment by the force of the explosion. 
The investigation undertaken by Chief Ship- 
py in the morning disclosed that the work 
was that of a nitroglycerin expert and that 
a time fuse had been used. Graham co@id 
give no reason for the attack. There is no 
regular gambling house in the neighborhood. 


Suspect Released Lunatic. 

Capt. P. D. O’Brien, who has been invest 
gating the dynamite cases personally fortwo 
days, said that this latest explosion had no 
connection with the others and led him to 
the belief that a maniac, possibly Andrew 
Hanson, a notorious pyromaniac, was the 
cause of the entire trouble. 

Hanson was released from the Elgin in- 
sane asylum in May and has been seen re- 
cently on the west side. He spent some time 
in the penitentiary, where he was sentenced 
for a long series of fires which he started on 
the northwest side two years ago. O’Brien 
said he might have learned about the nitro- 
glycerin in the penitentiary and have turned 
his talents to the use of that explosive, though 
no theory was advanced why he should pick 
out the homes of the gamblers more than 
any other residences. 

Shippy said that the explosion at the Gra- 
ham store undoubtedly was the work of a 
maniac, and that it had confused the entire 
case. He could account for it only on the 
ground of suggestion, he said. His detec- 
tives still were looking for the gambiers’ 
alds suspected of the crimes, but so far had 
been unable to locate one of them.

„1 took the clothes from my little baby, 
kissed it good-ky, and held it far out over 
the water and let it fall,“ she said. She 
cried quietly the entire day. Every word 
she uttered was followed closely by the 
jurors. 
“What did you do with baby’s 
clothes? asked Mr. Wayman. 
„ do not remember,” she replied. “I 
went to a hotel on Clark street. As soon 
as I started to undrese I missed my baby. 
I didn't know what had become of her. I 
went to bed, but could not sleep. I arose 
the next morning at 8 o'clock and without 
a bite to eat walked the streets until the 
afternoon, when I was arrested.“

Thinks Killed Lizzie Schroeder.

TAKEN IN EXCITING CHASE. 


Runs Into the Law’s Clutches After 
Insulting Mrs. James Frank.

Jacob Setver, 50 years old, a tramp, under 
arrest at Crown Point, Ind., is belleved by 
Sheriff F. C. Carter to be the long sought 
murderer of 10 year old Lizzie Schroeder, 
who was found dying from a brutal assault 
in woods near her home in Gary a few weeks 
ago. . 

Setver was captured after an exciting chase 
by a posse of Gary citizens, led by James 
Hillman in an automobile, following an in- 
sult to Mrs. James Frank of Gary while she 
was picking blackberries. He wore blue 
overalls and slouch hat like the man Ella 
Schroeder, sister of the murdered girl, saw 
near the scene of the crime. His shoes were 
studded with hobnails, such as marked tlie 
outstretched hand of the dead girl. 


Deputies Fear a Lynching. 
A force of deputy sheriffs is guarding the 
jall at Crown Point to prevent the possibil- 
ity of a lynching. Mrs. Frank was picking 
berries two miles south of Gary when Setver 
stepped from the bushes and came upon her 
unawares. He made an insulting remark 
and Mrs. Frank struck him in the face with 
her fist. The strong woman’s unexpected 
defense of herself frightened the rufflan and 
he ran. 
Mrs. Frank hurried to a neighboring farm 
house, where the excitement o. her adven- 
ture caused her collapse. James Hillman 
and dib Bullock of Gary, who were driv- 
ing by, started in pursuit. While follow- 
ing the trail of the fugitive they met a party 
of Chicago autoists, who volunteered to take 
Hillman to Gary to arouse the citizens. 
Hillman spread the alarm through Gary, 
and a posse of several hundred excited men 
was soon formed. Hillman, with Marshal 
Rose and Policeman Williams, in his auto- 
mobile led the man hunt out into the sand 
dunes and scrub timber. 


Tramp Nabbed by Bullock. 


In the meantime Bullock, who was dogged- 
ly pursuing the chase alone, ran upon Set- 
ver in an unfrequented woodland lane. He 
recognized him at once from Mrs. Frank's 
description. He asked Setver if he did not 
want to ride. He declined the invitation. 
Bullock thereupon sprang to the ground, 
threw a revolver into the tramp’s face, and 
ordered him to climb into the buggy. 

After driving several miles with his pris- 
oner, he fell in with Hillman’s posse and 
surrendered Setver to Marshal Rose. There 
were cries of Lynch him from the crowd, 
but no violence was offered. The situation 
looked so threatening after the news of the 
arrest had been bruited through Gary that 
the prisoner was hustied to Crown Point. 

„ getver answers the description of the 
Schroeder murderer,” said Sheriff Carter 
last night. He admits he was in Gary the 
day the crime was committed, but is unable 
to give a clear account of himself. I believe

M. Sabe. a dealer in art goods, @North Clark 
street, in whose place of business he was ar- 
rested by Policeman J. B. O'Shea last Tues- 
day afternoon. When he appeared in her 
store Tuesday and offered to sell stamps she 
became suspicious and summoned Policeman 
O'Shea. 

Meier lives with his wife at 1255 North 
Western avenue, and is said to be a promi- 
nent church worker In the section of thecity 
in which he Lives. 


Wife Sticks by Prisoner. 

Mrs. Meier accompanied her husband into 
the courtroom when he was called to appear 
before Municipal Judge Wells. The woman 
was greatly perturbed when the court an- 
nounced that he would be forced upon the 
evidence to hold the prisoner to the grand 
jury on a charge of larceny, but she said 
that she would stig by him until the last.

of the width of the ordinary double lower 
berth of a Pullman car, or about that in the 
stateroom of an ocean liner. Otherwise the 
compartment Is exceedingly comfortable, be- 
ing equipped with electric lights on all trains. 
The toilet rooms, with their electric cigar 
lighters at one end and curling iron heaters 
at the other, are in some respects superior to 
the Pullman type. 


Trolley to Rival Steam Roads. 

At the present time, sleeping cars on inter- 
urban lines are about as much of an adver- 
tisement as anything else. The average 
time schedule from East St. Louis to Spring- 
field is inside of four hours, so that the sleep- 
ing car which leaves the Mississippi river at 
midnight has to do a considerable amount of 
loafing along the line to allow its passengers 
to get up at Springfield at 6 o'clock in the 
morning. When the system is completed 
from Decatur to Chicago, which President 
McKinley hopes will take place by the end 
of the coming year, the sleeping car will be 
an important part of the through traffic ar- 
rangements between the two great cities of 
the central west. 

It is asserted that an average speed of thirty 
miles am hour can be maintained by through 
cars on the interurban overhead trolley 


| system. If that be so a schedule of approx- 


imately ten hours from Chicago to St. Louis 
can be arranged without difficulty. Pas- 
sengers leaving Lake Michigan at 9 o’clock in 
the evening could readily be landed at the 
Mississippi in the heart of St. Louis at 7 
o'clock in the morning. thus satisfying all the 
demands of active business men. 
Iftheinterurbane succeed in competing with 
the steam railroads for such through business 
as this between Chicago and St. Louis, it 
must necessarily be in the night, where the 
Gifference of time of an hour or two is no 
special drawback to the average traveler. 


Power Economy Secret of Success. 
The one great secret of the success of the 
interurban trolley system, of course, lies 
in the economy of the production of its power 
and the peculiarity which enables it to se- 
cure frequent service. It has been found as 
a matter of practical experience that it is 
a great deal cheaper to build large power 
houses at considerable distances apart than 
to depend for power upon a series of small 
individual stattons at frequent intervals. 
The distance of the trolley car from the 
power house, within certain limits, is a mat- 
ter of no importance. The building of a 
large power house enables the transmission 
of motive power to great distances, cover- 
ing cities and towns all along the line. The 


operate the street lines in any city on its 
route with much greater power than would 
be the case with a purely local company de- 
riving its power from a small plant directly 
on the ground. 

Moreover, the electric power house can sup- 
ply lighting facilities just as readily as it 
can furnish power to run trolley cars. The 
result is that the interurban system not only 
operates the street cars in termediate cities, 
but concerns itself with the lighting plants 
in almost every case. g 


Controls Local Car Lines, Too. 

This is not at all peculiar to the Me- 
Kinley system in central and southern IIII- 
nois, but is equally true between Chicago 
and Aurora, where the trolley line has suc- 
cessfully competed with municipal and pri- 
vate enterprises in supplying light to places 
like Elgin and Wheaton. Besides this eco- 
nomical use of long distance power the ex- 
tensive interurban system finds it indis- 
pensable to control the local street car line, 
so that it may secure admission to the heart 
of the city over its own right of way and be 
freed from the -necessity of making trouble- 
some and expensive traffic arrangements 
with local companies. 

With a big power house runtfing enormous 
engines, transmitting light and power for 
great distances, steam becomes practically 
a byproduct, and thus it happens that in sev- 
eral of the central and southern Illinois towns 
one finds a steam heating plant as part of the 
natural business of a great interurban trol- 
ley system, which seems of necessity to 
stretch forth its tentacles to grasp most of 
the public utilities of each town it reaches.

The result was 
the elopement. 

Great was the surprise when Miller forga ve 
his wife, but the tragedy which followed was 
entirely unexpected. 

The fire department and the police station 
are housed in the same building, a grated 
door separating the fire department from the 
prison. Knowing where the key to the grated 
door was kept, Miller obtained it without 
trouble, and just at. noon armed with a dou- 
ble barreled shotgun went into the prison 
room. 

Prayer for Mercy Vain. 

There were two prisoners in the cellroom, 
Littler and a man named Butler, committed 
for a trivial offense. Without the loss of a 
second of time Miller approached his victim 
and thrust the gun barrel between the bars. 

Now Lhave got vou, he said. f 

Don't shoot. Please don’t shoot,“ begged 
Littler as he crouched backward. Miller. 
deaf to Littler’s entreaties, fired both bar- 
rels and returned to the fire department room 
and waited the arrival of the town marshal. 

Subsequently Miller became a raving ma- 
niac and it was necessary to manacle him 
to prevent harm to himself and others. Later 
in the day he was taken to Lebanon to await 
a hearing.

Mrs. John J. Phillips, Cleveland, 
Arrested as Husband Is Buried. 


MYSTERY IN CASE DEEPER. 


Murder of Coal Operator Takes Sensa- 
tional Turn After Funeral. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 4.—The Investigation 
into the death of John J. Phillips, coal op- 
erator, broker, and banker, took a sensa, 
tional turn late today when Mrs. Phillips, 
the widow, was taken into custody charged 
ith murder. 

Mrs. Phillips has been in a highly nervous 
state since the tragedy early Monday morn- 
ing, after which announcement was made 
that her husband had been shot and mortally 
wounded by a burglar. This aftermoon she 
collapsed and was not able to attend the 
funeral, which took place from the house. 

It was shortly following this that Chief 
of Police Stamberger of East Cleveland an- 
nounced that after a conference with Dep- 
uty Coroner Houck, Assistant Prosecutor 
Mooney, and others, he had taken the widow 
into custody, and that she will remain 
guarded in her¢home till sufficiently recov- 
ered to be taken before a justice of the 


peace. 
Doctor Tells of Death. 


When the inquest into the death of 
Phillips was resumed this morning by Dep- 
uty Coroner Houck Dr. C. L. Richardson, the 
first witness, testified he had not been sum- 
moned until 4 a. m., more than three hours 
after Phillips was shot. He had been called 
by telephone. Mrs. Phillips admitted him to 
the house. She exclaimed: 

O, doctor, something dreadful has hap- 
pened; Mr. Phillips has been shot by a bur- 
Klar.“ 

Alone with Wife Before End. 

He found the wounded man in bed. He 
called Dr. Rhodes. After they reached the 
house Phillips asked them to leave the bed- 
room a minute as he wished to talk with his 
wife. Husband and Wife were together alone 
for perhaps two minutes. He said there was 
a trace of blood on the stairway. The bed 
in which Phillips was found was much 
stained by blood. 

When the physicians reached Phillips they 
realized immediately, Dr. Richardson said, 
he could live but a short time. He had told 
them both he wanted as little notoriety as 
possible connected with the affair. 


U. S. SENATOR BORAH SERVED 
WITH INDICTMENT FOR FRAUD 


Idaho and Wisconsin Men Included in 
Charge of Plot to Beat the Govern- 
ment. | 


Boise, Idaho, Sept. 4.—The indictment re- 
turned last April by the federal grand jury 
against Senator William E. Borah and other 
prominent men, charging conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States government, was 
served on the defendants today. 

Besides Senator Borah the indictment in- 
cludes Frank Martin, attorney general of 
Idaho under Gov. Steunenberg's administra- 
tion; J. T. Barber and Sumner G. Moon, 
stockholders of the Barber Lumber company, 
residing in Wisconsin; J. I. Wells, P. H. 
Downs, John Kincaid, L. M. Pritchard¢ Wil- 
liam Sweet, Albert M. Palmer, and H. 8. 
Rand. 

The indictment charges that these per- 
sons entered into unlawful consplracy in 
September, 1901, and various other times, to 
secure by fraudulent entry timber lands in 
Boise county, Idaho. 

Senator Borah has been accorded the priv- 
llege of a separate trial. The case for the 
government will be conducted by B. M. C. 
Burch of Denver and S. R. Rush of Omaha. 
Mr. Rush is speeial assistant attorney gen- 
eral, representing the department of justice. 
He has relieved District Attorney Ruick in 
these cases. Ruick will act in ar advisory 


capacity.” 


DOUGHERTY IN A CONSPIRACY, 
PEORIA SCHOOL BOARD SAYS. 


Resolutions Adopted Asking That Em- 
bezgler and Cellmate Be Separated 
Owing to Alleged Compact. 


Peoria, III., Sept. 4.—[Special.]—The school 
board tonight adopted resolutions demand- 
ing that Gov. Deneen take measures to sepa- 
rate Newton C. Dougherty, former super- 
intendent of the Peoria public schools, who 
was convicted of the theft of $1,000,000, and 
John H. Donovan, aleo a prisoner in the 
Joliet penitentiary. The resolution cites 
that the two prisoners were implicated in the 
robbery of the Peoria school board safe last 
January, which was performed through the 
agency of a paroled convict. Dougherty and 
Donovan have been assigned to the books in 
the Joliet penitentiary and have entered 
into a conspiracy, it is claimed, to further 
interfere with the business of the board of 
school inspectors of Peoria.

BIG FIGHT ON-TUESDAY.

Struggle with Moors.

CASABLANCA, Sept. 4.—The horizon is 
black with the hosts of Arab horsemen, and 
‘a renewal of yesterday's battle is momen- 
tarily expected. | 

Gen. Drude's force is exceasively weary, 
having been in almost constant battle with 
the Arabs for four weeks. : 

Yesterday's fighting was the most desper- 
ate the French have been engaged in since 
Gen. Drude’s force was landed. Bight French 
soldiers, including Maj. Provot of the First 
battalion of the Yoreign legion and Lieut. 
Benizzas of the Gecond battalion of Alger 
sharpshooters, are dead. 

Arab Loss Is Enormous. | 
che Moors concentrated the largest f 
they have yet mustered in this vicinity, 
returned to the attack again and again after 
encountering the deadly fire of the French 
artillery and machine guns. Thé enemy's 
losses are described as enormous. 

The fighting began at 7:30 o’clock in the 
morning and continued until 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The Moors charged chanting 
verses from the koran, The spahis (Arab 
cavalry in the French service) withstood 
the aseault without yielding an inch. But 
the French camp was nearly carried by the 
Moors, who charged to within 600 yards 
of it. Theenemy were finally driven off. 

Maj. Provot was killed as he was reénter- 
ing the French camp after the victory ovér 
the Arabs. 

Part of Forward Movement. 

Maj. Provot had left camp Aug. 80 with 
two companies of the spahis and half a bat - 
tery of quick firing artillery to make a re- 
connoissance, the object being to locate the 
enemy and prepare the way for an exten- 
sive offensive movement later. The major 
advanced about eight miles in a southerly 
direction, meeting only with scattered bands 
of Moors, which were easily dispersed. He 
then gave the order to return and it was 
when nearing the camp yesterday that his 
force was assailed by hordes of Moors. Pro- 
vot formed his men in hollow squares, with 
the irregular Algerian cavalry in front. 
Gen. Drude quickly reinforced Provot and 
the engagement immediately developed into 
a desperate conflict, from which the Moors 
retreated only after their ranks had ten 
decimated by a deadly fire which it was im- 
possible to withstand.

DEBATE THE QUESTION. 
It is said that when the general as- 
sembly meets next month the house will 
discuss for about two weeks a constitu- 
tional amendment to limit Chicago legis- 
lative representation. In one sense that 
would be a waste of time. No advocate 
of this illiberal and undemocratic meas- 
ure believes that the necessary two- 
thirds vote can be secured. 

In another sense the time would not be 
wasted. It would put an end to a desul- 
tory, unprofitable - agitation. It would 

compel the supporters of legislative lim- 
{tation to argue the matter with their op- 
ponents. Speaker Shurtleff was quoted the 
other day as saying: That it would be 
inimical and dangerous for the whole state 
for Cook county to have a majority of 
each house needs no argument.” It is 
the old trick of the champion of a bad 
‘cause to say that it needs no argument“ 
Thus he endeavors to escape the disagree- 
able task of attempting to make an ar- 
gument. : 

Nothing could be more instructive than 
a joint debate of the advocates and op- 
ponents of limitation. It could not hurt 
Chicago, for it would serve to bring out 
the lack of logic and of justice which 
characterizes the preposition. Let its sup 

porters talk to their hearts’ content and 
present every reason they can drum up 
for restricting the political rights of the 
citizens of Cook county. It has many rep- 
resentatives in the legislature who would 
not find it hard to make mincemeat of 
those reasons. | 
Let the people of the state hear both 
sides in full. Their verdict inevitably 
will be for Chicago, and that will end the 
matter. 


WANTED: A JAIL KEEPER. 

Cook county needs a jailkeeper who 
knows his business. It has not had one 
since Sheriff Strassheim put Mr. Whit- 
man out to make a place for a relative. 
If that relative had been on the police 
force he would have known something 
about criminals and the way to handle 
them and might have made a passable 
Jaller. He was reared in the peaceful 
atmosphere of a: wholesale dry goods 


ae was the kind of man the sheriff 
put in charge of the Cook county jail and 
intrusted with the duty of maintaining or- 
der and discipline among its several huo- 
dred inmates. Naturally he was unequal 
to the task, and one jail scandal has fol- 
lowed another. There will be no end to 
them until the jail shall be put in the 
hands of a man who is experienced and a 
disciplinarian. 
ee With such a man in charge no prisoner 
would be left alone long enough to en- 
a able him to choke himself slowly to death. 
There would be no successful strikes of 
- Inmates. There would be guards who at- 
. tended to their duties. There would be 
no store annex to the jail to give a needy 
friend a chance to make money off the 
prisoners. 

As long as Sheriff Strassheim looks on 
the management of the jail as a family 
affair instead of a public trust there will 
be no improvement. No rules will be en- 
forced except those which the inmates do 
not object to. Order need not be looked 
for, because the ex-employé6 of a dry 
goods house does not know how to main- 
tain it. 

The statutes require the judges of the 
Criminal court to visit the jail once every 
two months, investigate conditions, and 
find out whether the jailer is neglecting 
any of his duties. If they will comply 
with the law it will not take them long to 
discover that there is need of a néw jailer. 

A few pointed remarks from them might 
induce the sheriff to find another and less 
strenuous job for his relative. If the 
county must support him it should be in 
some other place. 


* EDWARD GRIEG 
In the death of Grieg Norway loses its 
most distinguished musical composer. 
Through his tone pictures, folk songs, 
and dances the Scandinavian people 
learned to value in full the beauty 
of their melodies, and to them were 
given that distinctive national stamp 
which #6 quickly brought them into 
»favor in all parts of the musica) world. 
What Grieg might have accomplished had 
he cared to follow the beaten track, as his 
musical talents and education permitted, 
is only a matter of surmise. Perhaps it 
‘$s fortunate that he resigned himself 
wholly to the characteristics of his own 
4 country, and was content with repro- 
* Aucing those characteristics with the 
- gtrange coloring and eccentric modulation 
typical of his work. 

Theodore Thomas did much to intro- 
duce and popularize the music of Grieg 
fn the United States. The fascination that 
was immediately found in the Peer Gynt 
guite, perhaps the most notable of his 

-igompositions, was found also to extend 
2 other tone pictures aud Norse, melo- 
es, while the beauty and marked individ- 


uality of his songs brought them prompt lished patronage, but it is not growing as 


welcome in the concert room and the 
home. As a pianist Grieg wrote much 
for the piano, and this tended to give him 
a large following among the technically 
educated and to familiarize the people 
with the distinctive nature of his writing. 
The eceentricity which seemed puzzling 
at first eventually proved the charm that 
assured a loyal admiration. _ 

The world is indebted to Norway for 
Edward Grieg. Norway is indebted to 
Grieg for the distinction he has fonferred 
upon its music and for sending it into all 
countries. If a man is not to be counted 
among the few great masters of universal 
music it is something that he set his own 
limitations and proved himself great 
within those boundaries. Any man who 
ean do for his country’s music what Grieg 
has done for the melody of his northland 
has accomplished a work which has its 
part in gratifying the esthetic pleasures 
of the world. 


THE TELEPHONE FRANCHISE. 

The majority of the committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light will.not rest easy 
until the council has passed a telephone 
franchise. And no wonder. Until the 
franchise is passed or defeated they are 
likely to be subjected to the lively crit- 
icism of their fellow citizens. 

The measure which they have recom- 


mended to the council is admirable from: 


the point of view of the telephone com- 
pany, but not from the point of view of 
the average citizen. 

It provides for no long distance con- 
nection with independent telephone com- 
panies. 

It provides for the meager compensa- 
tion of 3 per cent to the city. 

It provides for no revision of rates until 
1909. ; 

It provides for onerous limitations of 
the flat rate service. 

It makes no adequate provision for a 
telephone service for the school board. 

It makes no provision for modern con- 
nections with the police patrol boxes. 

It makes no provision for an efficient 
supervision of telephone service by the 
city administration. 

We do not believe that Ald. Young and 
the other members of the majority of the 
council committee on gas, oil, and elec- 
tric light will persist in serving the inter- 
ests of the telephone company to the dis- 
advantage of their constituents and the 
other citizens of Chicago. 


THE NEW CHARTER. 
NO. 6. 

The sincere friends of the merit system 
approve of the changes made in the civil 
service law by the new charter. The 
men who detest the merit system are op- 
posed to the changes and find in them an 
argument against the charter. Civil serv- 
ice reformers like Richard Henry Dana 
and William Dudley Foulke say the 
changes proposed are desirable. The 
members of the democratic county com- 
mittee say they are not. It is not hard to 
decide between these authorities. 

The modifications of the law contained 
in the charter will add to the efficiency of 
the classified service and will make it 
more difficult for the politicians to smug- 
gle favorites into office. 

At present no employé can be removed 
without a formal trial before the civil 
service commissioners if he shall demand 
it. These trials, thanks to the lawyers 
who have figured in them, have often been 
spun out to intolerable lengths. The 
courts have been appealed to to review the 
findings .of the commission, and depart- 
mental discipline has been weakened. 

Incompetent men have been allowed to 
stay on the pay rqlls because their supe- 
rior officers knew ‘that if they preferred 
charges tedious trials would follow. They 
have had neither the time nor the inclina- 
tion to indulge in controversies before the 
commission. The public service has suf- 
fered as a consequence 

Under the new charter an employ6 who 
is removed or reduced in grade or pay 
will be furnished with a detailed state- 
ment of the reasons and will have seven 
days in which to answer them in writing 
if he ‘chooses. If he shall make an an- 
swer, all the papers in the case will be 
handed to the commissfon and it’ will ap- 
prove or disapprove promptly. 
wish to investigate further it can do so. 

One of the defects of the existing law 
remedied by the charter is that reduc- 
tions in grade are not authorized. They 
should be allowed for the good of the 
service. A man may be honest and faith- 
ful, able to perform satisfactorily the 
duties of an inferior position, but quite 
unfit for the work he has been set. at. 
There should be some way of putting him 
in the right place promptly. ~° 

At present, when promotions are made, 
three names are certified to the head cf 
the department. That gives room for 
favoritism and the appointment of the 
least desirable man. That is changed in 
the charter, for only one name—that of 
the man who has passed the best exami- 
nation—will be handed in. 

If it shall become apparent after the 
adoption of the charter that further 
changes should be made in its civil service 
provisions it will not be necessary to go 
to Springfield to obtain them. This is 
one of the subjects over which the char 
ter gives Chicago full jurisdiction. All 
that will be required will be for the coun- 
cil to pass an ordinance and a majority 
of the voters to approve of it. 


ELECTRIFY THE RAILROADS. 

Mayor Busse’s message to the council 
in favor of the electrification of the steam 
roads entering Chicago should receive 
careful attention. Whether the city has 
the right to compel the roads to change 
their motive power from steam to elec- 
tricity or not there are ways in which the 
city can make it worth while to the roads 
to do this. The strict enforcement of the 
smoke ordinance and other ordinances 
which the railroads are in the habit of 
disregarding would cause the railroads 
more inconvenience and expense than the 
change from steam to electricity. 

The rapid development of the interur- 
ban electric lines is a warning to the rail- 
roads which have any large amount of sub- 
urban traffic that their own interests will 
soon require an abandonment of the anti- 
quated steam service. There are many 
suburban efectric lines which, if they had 
suitable terminals in the city, would take 
almost all the local trade away from the 
railroads, and others which under existing 
conditions bring more people into the city 
than the railroads serving the same terri- 
tory. Two railroads made last year the 
experiment of running local trains at fre- 
quent intervals and ‘with low fare between 
neighboring eities down in the state, but 
were unable to compete with the electric 
service. The local trains were withdrawn 
after a disastrous season. The Chicago 
suburban service is continued because it 
is not a new thing and has a well estab-

it would if the tracks were electrified. 

If the directors of railroads are not yet 
con vineed that their own interests demand 
the substitution of electricity for steam 
there can be no question about the inter- 
ests of the city. The convenience of sub- 
urbanites is only a small element in the 
advantage to the city. The abolition of 
the greatest factor in the smoke nuisance 
will restore the value to property which 
has depreciated steadily under the influ- 
ence of increasing steam traffic on neigh- 
boring railroads, The decreased death 
rate due to the diminution of smoke will 
add years of productivity to the lives of 
many citizens. The possibilities of beau- 
tifying land now waste and of preseyving 
valuable things now ruined by smoke and 
soot are immense, The city needs this 
action on the part of the railroads, and if 
the railroads do not appreciate the ad- 
vantage to themselves they should be 
compelled to do this for the advantage of 
the city. 


WESTON SHOULD RESIGN. 

The board. of supervising engineers, 
which is arranging for the rehabilitation 
of the street car lines, has decided by a 
vote of two to one to place the tracks so 
close together as to deal certain death to 
any person caught between two cars. 
The vote would have been a tie if the 


representative of the Union Traction com- 


pany had been allowed to vote, but this 
would not have affected the result, as the 
vote was on a reconsideration of the ac- 
tion of the board a month ago. 

This action has beep taken in spite of 
the fact that in New York, with nar- 
rower streets, it has been found practica- 
ble to have over two feet of space be 
tween the cars. To have established a 
distance of twenty inches between passing 
cars would have brought the tracks less 
than three inches nearer the curb on each 
side. This would not interfere at all 
with the use of the side of the street by 
teams either in motion or at the curb. 
On the other hand, the greater distance 
between the tracks and the slightly nar- 
rower cars proposed would make it possi- 
ble for a wagon on one track and a car 
on the other to pass with greater safety. 
In some streets where the paving is poor 
and cars infrequent the track is used by 
teams almost always except when over- 
taken by cars. These teams will be con- 
stantly in danger and a source of danger 
under the new plan. 

The argument advanced by the major- 
ity of the board is that if twenty inches of 
space is allowed fat men will try to stand 
between cars and be injured. If the 
space is so we pe that it is certain death 
for any one to'stand there, they say that 
no one will take chances, The story of 
the 2,500 persons injured by street cars 
in Chicago every year—about seven every 
day, of whom one is killed—shows that 
many people do take chances. Besides 
the cautious people and the agile ones 
there are the ignorant, the careless, the 
inexperienced, those that are too young 
and those that are too old, those who are 
too slow and those who are too much in 
a hurry. People have not learned to 
adapt themselves to the exigencies of the 
system as it now is. The experience of 
one does not help others. To be sure, a 
person who nds between moving cars 
eight inches apart will not do it again, 
but after a thousand deaths in that way 
there will be other victims. 

The proposition to kill every person 
who tries to stand between two cars is 
outrageous. The penalty is out of all 
proportion to the offense. Why should 
one die because of inability to cross a 
crowded crossing in the twinkling of an 
eye?

MAROUISE DE FONTENOY. 


Copyright: 1907: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HE duke of Trevise, who was so badly 
injured on Sundey last in an automo- 
bile accident near Paris, his motor 
colliding with a tree, which had the 
effect of completely wrecking and 

overturning it, is a grandson of the first Na- 
poleon's field marshal, Mortier, who was 
killed in 1885 while riding at the sid’ of the 
carriage of King Louis Philippe, by the 
bomb of the would-be regicide Fieschi. 
Curiously enough, the Trevise family has 
on at least two subsequent occasions been 
subjected to injuries by bombs, the last time 
being when the marquise de Trevise's town 
mansion in the Rue de Berri was badly dam- 
aged by a bomb, the perpetrators of the out- 
rage having remained undiscovered to this 


day. 

The duke, is a man of 62, attracted no 
little attention last year by a suit which he 
instituted against a Parisian muse hall 
divinity to prevent her from styling herself 
Mlle. de Trevise, in which she was merely 
following the custom of chorus girls and 
café chantant favorites, who for years have 
made a practice of assuming the most illus- 
trious names of the French aristocracy. 
The duke cannot be sald to have obtained 
much satisfaction by his victory in the case. 
For the woman, on being notified by the 
courts of the prohibition of her use of the 
name of De Trevise, merely transformied her 
nom de guerre into Treyvyse, which in 
French sounds absolutely the same, so that 
she may be regarded as virtually retaining 
her name and as having, moreover, obtained 
through the suit an immense amount of valu- 
able advertising at the expense of the duke. 

The duchess seems to have been also badly 
injured in the accident last Sunday, while 
the duke’s daughter, the vicomtesse de Gue- 
briant, in some miraculous manner, escaped 
unhurt. It is the widow of the duke's elder 
brother, the late marquis de Trevise, who 
owns the magnificent country seat of the 
family, the historic chateau of Sceaux, the 
gardens of which were laid out by Le Notre, 
who likewise designed those of the palace of 
Versailles It originally belonged to the 
famous statesman Colbert. The duke has 
an only son, who is now 22 years of age.

Lord Stamford seems to have had a narrow 
escape from drowning in the lake (cele- 
brated in connection with an extraordinary 
pike story) at Dunham Maseey, his country 
place, near Altrincham, in Cheshire, and he 
has been so ill ever since that he may yet 
succumb to the effects of the accident. He 
has many friends in this country, who will 
recall him. as eking out a scanty subsistence 
as one of the tutors of Codrington college of 
Barbados, under the name of Prof. William 
Grey. The earldom he inherited a number 
of years ago, along with an income of about 
$30,000 a year. But it was only last year that 
the death of the widow of the seventh earl, 
and the termination of a lease, enabled him 
to secure possession of Dunham hall, which 
has been the ancestral home of his family 
since the days of Oliver Cromwell. 
of the most picturesque and important coun- 
try seats in Cheshire, surrounded by a moat 
and by an immense park, full of glorious old 
trees hundreds of years old. Dunham park 
itself figures in ‘‘ Doomsday Book,’’ compiled 
by William the Conqueror, while the older 
portions of the hall date from 1290. 

Lord Stamford, who has a boy of 11, known 
as Lord Grey of Groby, to succeed to his 
honors, was compelied to go to the expense 
of defending a claim before the committee 
of privileges of the house of lords brought 
by the coal black Hottentot widow of his 
cousin, the eighth earl, in behalf of her 
mulatto son, whose case was, however, 
thrown out of court when the fact was 
brought to light that he had been born pre- 
vious instead of subsequent to the marriage 
of his parents. Otherwise there would be 
today a mulatto oocupying a seat inthe upper 
house of the national legislature at Weet- 
minster as a peer of the realm. 4

The late and eighth earl of Stamford was, 
although a clergyman, something of an old 
reprobate. Shortly after becoming a clergy- 
man of the Church of England he married 
@ domestic servant, and became involved in 
difficulties which rendered his leaving Eng- 
land necessary. He migrated to South 
Africa, his wife abandoning him. After her 
death he married again, in South Africa; a 
white woman of humble station, who died 
two years later, and then for a time he lived 
with a coal black Hottentot woman, who 
occupied the position of cook and laundress 
in his household. Eventually some of the 
missionaries in the district in which he lived 
persuaded him to legalize his relations with 
her by marriage. This took place after the 
birth of their son, John Grey, who was 
rendered by this tardy marriage legitimate 
according to the terms of the old Dutch law 
still im force in the portion of South Africa 
where he was born. But it did not legitimize 
him sufficiently to enable him to establish 
his rights to his father’s peerages. 

A daughter was born after this marriage, 
and is, like her brother, a mulatto. As the 
legitimate daughter of an earl, she was enti- 
tled to style herself Lady Mary Grey, and 
about three years ago she married a Boer, 
but still retains her title. Her mother, that 
is to say, the widow of the eighth earl, has 
since his death married again, to a South 
African halfbreed of the name of Pieter 
Pieterse, and has thereby forfeited her rank 
and prerogatives as a peeress. Moreover, 
she has had the good sense to drop the title 
which she enjoyed during her first marriage.

The peerages held by the present Lord. 
Stamford date from the beginning of the 
seventeenth century. King James I. con- 
ferred the barony of Grey of Groby in 1608 
upon Sir Henry Grey, sonof Lord JohmGrey, 
and only nephew of that marquis of Dorset 
and duke of Suffolk who was the father of 
Lady Jane Grey, for a few days queen of 
England, while the earldom of Stamford 
was conferred upon the first Lord Grey of 
Groby’s grandson, in spite of his having been 
A parliamentary commander during the civil] 
war and one of the judges who signed the 
warrant for King Charles I.’s execution. 

The Grey family seems to have been 
founded by Henry de Grey, who obtained 
from Richard Cœur de Lion the manor of 
Turroe in Essex, along with the privilege, 
which Lord Stamford still enjoys, of hunting 
“the fox and hare in any lands belonging 
to the crown, except the king’s own private 
demesnes. The Greys have almost always 
been in hot water. Sir John de Grey was 
killed at the battle of St. Alban’s, fighting 
for Henry VI., and his widow, to show that 
there was no ill feeling, became quéen con- 
sort to Edward IV., after having declined 
to become his favorite. Thomas Grey was 
beheaded for participating in Wyatt's rebel- 
lion in 1655. His brother, Leonard also lost 
his head upon the scaffold, and so, too, did 
Lady Jane Grey, and her father, the duke 
of Suffolk. Thomas Grey, son of the ear! of 
Stamford, was arrested and thrown into the 
tower for having been concerned in the Rye 
house plot, but was pardoned by James II.

The present Lord Stamford is far from hav- 
ing inherited all the estatés of the seventh 
earl, which were great. He is in command 
today of an income of about $100,000 a year, 
but would have been far richer had it not been 
for the action of the seventh earl in allowing 
his widow, Kitty Cox, an ex- actress, to dis- 
pose of the unentailed property as shé liked, 
and, owing to this, the Leicestershire estates 
of the earldom have gone to Mrs. Arthur 
Duncombe, and the Staffordshire property, 
inclading Enville, to the wife of Sir Henry 
Foley Grey. 

Enville hall itself was partly destroyed by 
fire shortly before the death of the widow of 
the seventh earl. Built early in King Henry 
Ill.’s reign, in the place of the Elizabethan 
manor house, that had previously occupied 
the site, it was one of the grandest country 
homes in England with its art treasures, its 
superb grounds, park, and lakes laid out 
by the poet Shenstone, and its once famous 
private racecourse.

One of the pecullarities of Enville hall, until 
the fire, was its colossal amount of silver 
plate. Every bedroom at Enville hall, a huge 
mansion, was equipped with an entire toilet 
service of superb Queen Anne silver, and 
in the plateroom there were tons upon tons 
of grand old silver. It seems that the second 
ear! of Stamford was so fond of sjlver that 
he made a proviso in his will that a large sum 
of money should be devoted annually to the 
purchase of silver, and this had been going 
on for generations, until towards the middle 
of the nineteenth century the seventh earl 
secured a private act of parliament annulling 
the obligation. Fortunately a‘l this plate 
was saved at the fire,

MAKES PLEA FOR ALLIANCE 
OF CITY’S TRADE SOCIETIES. 


Augustus D. Curtis Causes Stir by Ad- 
vocating Radical Plan to Increase 
Commerce Association Membership. 


Radical plans for the increasing of the 
membership and arousing a greater interest 
in all of its doings among the rank and file 


of the members were outlined to the com- 


mittee on ways and means of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce by Augustus D. 
Curtis, president of the Curtis-Seger Fixture 
company, at a meeting held yesterday after- 
noon. Mr. Curtis’ suggestion created a sen- 
sation among the members, 0 

Mr. Curtis contended in his address to the 
committee, of which he is a member, that 
the great mass of the members of the asso- 
ciation did not have the opportunity of hav- 
ing their enthusiasm arouse] in a manner 
similar to that of the committee.

He said it would not be neces- 
sary for them to lose their identity and they 
would still have their work in their individ- 
val fields, but they could elect their dele- 
gates, who would form the ways and means 
committee of the association,

COUNTY GETS $700,000 LOAN. 


Employes’ Salaries and Outstanding 
Bills Can Now Be Paid—Difficulty 
in Getting Money. 


County Controller Monaghan yesterday 
borrowed $700,000, issuing county tax war- 
rants as security for the loans, which were 
made by four Chicago banks. Mr. Monaghan 
refused to say what banks had made the 
loans, but said that if it had not been for the 
personal influence of County Treasurer John 
R. Thompson he would have had difficulty in 
getting the money. 

„The reason for this difficulty is that the 
city fs flooded with tax levy warrants put out 
by municipal bodies, such as the city, the 
drainage board, and the school board, said 
Mr. Monaghan. Their tax levies operate 
earlier than ours and they have gotten ahead 
of us in getting the money.”’ 

Salaries can now be paid to county em- 
ployés tomorrow. Next week outstanding 
bills amounting to $450,000 will be paid.

DEATH DANGER IN HEATERS 


Bath Tub Tragedies Cause Coro- 
ner to Start Inquiry. 


ALL FRESH AIR EXHAUSTED. 


Sees Possibility of Fatal Effects from 
Use of Hot Water Coils. 


After several ungatisfactory inquests upon 
the bodies of persons found dead in bath 
tubs, in which verdicts of death by asphy=x- 
lation or heart failure were returned, Cor- 
oner Peter Hoffman and his medical chief, 
Dr. O. W. Lewke, are making a systematic 
study of the possibility of harmful and even 
fata} effects. resukting from the use of hot 
water heaters used in small, unventilated 
rooms. 

Both officials were annoyed that exag- 
gerated reports had announ a definite 
conclusion of the distovery of a “ new pol- 
sonous gas which was the cause of scores 
of deaths, but they admitted their experi- 
ments had convinced them that many of the 
so-called bath tub deaths dre due to noth- 
ing more than the exhaustion of the oxygen 
and the presence of the products of combus- 
tion resulting from the burning of a large 
gas flame in cramped quarters where there 
is no supply of fresh air.

Animals Die in Small Room. 

The last case which aroused the suspicions 
of the coroner was the death of Fred Merker, 
268 Seminary avenue. A large gas burner 
was running under an “ instantaneous ”’ coil 
heater in the room when the body was dis- 
covered, and it was selected as an excellent 
opportunity for experiment. Tests with 
live animals, guinea pigs, and rabbits were 
made, and it was found that while they 
could live indefinitely in the room when 
the heater was extinguished, they were suf- 
focated if it were allowed to burn any 
length of time while the windows and doors 
were closed, 

The inquiry is not aimed at any indi- 
vidual make of heater or even at water 
heaters alone. Coroner Hoffman stated that 
the same results might come from the use 
of several burners of a gas range without 
ventilation. 

— 


Upholds Coroner’s Theory. 

One of the best informed gas men in Chi- 
cago, E. G. Cowdery, vice president and 
general manager of the People’s Gas Light 
and Coke company, admitted that the the- 
ory adopted by the coroner was correct in 
its essentials. 

It is one of the primary principles of sci- 
ence, he said, that fire destroys oxygen, 
and if a candle is kept in a confined space 
any length of time will extinguish itself. 
That is the basic principle of this theory. 
Another cause of the deterioration of the air 
is the presence of the products of combus- 
tion. This is no great discovery, as the rule 
has been accepted generally for some time 
by our employés that no heater should be 
installed under such conditions as surround- 
ed the death of Merker. They must find 
some ventilating flue. before they put such 
a burner in a small room.“ 

Mr. Cowdery also pointed out that as the 
heater which is supposed to have caused 
Merker’s death was in daily use for seven 
years without accident it could not be known 
as a deadly peril.” 


BOARD OF REVIEW READY 
TO TAKE UP REALTY TAXES. 


Great Amount of Business , Rushed 
Through in Clearing Up Protests on 
Personal Property Assessments. 


A record breaking amount of business was 
transacted by the board of review yesterday 
in the hearing of protests on persona! prop- 
erty assessments. Claimants of excessive 
levies were hurried in and out of the board 
rooms so fast that the files were cleared and 
real estate in the town of Lake View can be 
take up today. 

The greater part of the claims considered 
were of small amounts. The important bysi- 
ness was that of reviewing the assessm 
upon estates. In most of these cases the 
executor reported that the estate had been 
distributed in part. Reductions were fre- 
quent, and in several instances the assessors’ 
figures were canceled. 

The largest estate to come to the attention 
of the board was that of Arthur O. Slaugh- 
ter. The board, upon receiving the report 
that the assessable value of the property was 
$1,243,795, confirmed the action of the as- 
sessors. The N. K. Fairbank estate was re- 
duced to $179,500 from $500,000. Only in one 
case-—that of the Charles W. Shippy estate 
were the assessors’ figures increased. The 
assessment upon that property was raised 
from $160,000 to $209,000. The Thomas W. 
Avery estate was reduced from $150,000 to 
$10,000. 

The $2,000,000 assessment on the personal 
property of Montgomery Ward & Co. wag 
reduced to $1,750,000. 


HUNDREDS ARE TURNED AWAY 
FROM OVERCROWDED SCHOOLS 


Last Year’s Attendance Mark at Ad- 
vanced Institutions Far Surpassed 
and Officers Have Problem to Solve. 


Just what to do with the pupils who want 
to attend the Chicago high schools has be- 
come an absorbing problem within the last 
twenty-four hours. 

“I find an increase over last year’s at- 
tendance of something like 2,000, said Supt. 
Cooley yesterday afternoon, after a visit to 
several of the more crowded school build- 
ings. ‘“‘At some of the schools they have 
had to turn away 100 or more applicants 
and at others, where all the applicants have 
been received, things are in a fearfully com 
gested condition. The manual training situ- 
ation is the most difficult.” 

The high schools bid fair to occupy the at- 
tention of the school authorities for some 
time to come. Many of the principals have 
already announced that the rule excluding 
members of fraternities or sororities from 
participation in contests for school honors 
will be rigidly enforced. Others are plan- 
ning to make the announcement at once.

On the basis of the 
acreage and thrashing returns indicated, 
the total crop this year amounts to about 
658,000,000 bu, against a similar estimate 
last year of 930,000,000 bu. In addition to 
the shortage the grain ie light in weight, 
the average per bu as estimated by thrash- 
ers being only 27.5 lbs, or some 10 per cent 
below normal.

Local Commission Houses Buy Little 
on New York Exchange. 


A number of the larger Chicago banks 
marked up their demand loans. this week 
from 6 to 6% percent. In consequence com- 
mission houses are finding it a matter of 
some argument to obtain the accommoda- 
tion they desire. No objection is found to 
the collateral offered, but the banks, in 
pursuance of their notion of conservatism, 
are endeavoring to discourage any further 
borrowing than appears to be necessary to 
prevent embarrassment. : 

The fact is that rates are so high and 
profits are so large that the banks can well 
afford to be conservative.“ They are not 
tempted, that is the good ones, to overlend 
in the hope of making a fair return to their 
shareholders. 

It is possible that some commercial fall- 
ures may be necessary before the atmos- 
phere is cleared. There has already been re- 
fusal to extend general accommodation in 
several instances, and the concerns offering 
the paper have been hard pressed to keep 
out of trouble. It may be expected that third 
rate makers of commercial paper, who. have 
their obligations spread out over the coun- 
try, will find it difficult to make the turn 
of the year. : 


Chicago Buying Little. 

Regardless of the improved feeling in Wall 
street and the advance in prices, Chicago 
commission houses are doing little. One of 
the biggest concerns in the street is taking 
but few orders and giving no encouragement 
to speculative business on the bull side. 

“I just returned from New Tork,“ said 
the head of this house yesterday, and 1 
cannot feel like advising the purchase of 
stocks to any considerable extent. There is, 
however, a distinctly better feeling in New 
York. Two weeks ago entire Wal] street had 
thrown up its hands. Now, if the 640,000, 000 
New York bonds are floated, as it is ex- 
pected they will be, a good effect will have 
been created. But the attitude of the na- 
tional administration is such as to render 
uncertain the outlook for securities.“ 


Steel Foundries Controversy. 

In a reply to the circular of President 
W. V. Kelley of the American Steel Foun- 
dries company, Swarthout & Appelzellar of 
New York have the following: 

Ik, as Mr. Kelley states, the earnings as 


set forth by our recent circular are largely 
overstated,’ 


either the newspapers have 
been misinformed each month or the month- 
ly estimates as submitted to the directors 
have been incorrect. 

Our own circular estimated that the net 
earnings for the year would be in excess of 
$2,500,000, which is the amofint fixed by the 
five year contract as the maximum for Mr. 
Kelley’s bonus percentage, and that this 
amount was earned Mr. Kelley himself 
states in the fourth paragraph of his clir- 
cular, when, referring to the contract, he 
states that his bonus ends when the amount 
earned ‘reaches d certain maximum, which 
in the fiscal year just ended was reached 
several months before its close.’ 

Mr. Kelley states that the officers’ bonus 
contract was submitted to the board of di- 
rectors and subsequently ratified by the 
stockholdera. Our information regarding 
this is to the effect that the ratification by 
the stockholders was by vote of the officers 
holding their proxies—that only one stock- 
holder attended the meeting and that he 
voted against it. 

We should be greatly interested in hav- 
ing Mr. Kelley make public the vote on the 
subject of the resumption of dividends when 
the matter was discussed at the July meet- 
ing of the board of directors.“ 


Take On Securities. 


The Wall Street Journal finds, by com- 
parison, that the First National bank of 
New York, the National City bank, and the 
Chase National bank have larger holdings of 
bonds, securities, etc., now than they did at 
the time of the March panic in stocks. This 
is taken to mean that the banks have taken 
advantage of low prices since last March to 
increase their holdings. The National Bank
